Police arrest 1,200 South Korean 
students seeking reunification talks 


SEOUL (Renter) - South Korean 


police yesterday arrested about 
1,200 demonstrators seeking talks 
on reunification witb fellow students 
from the north, hours after Presi- 
dept Roh Tae Woo proposed a sum- 
mit with northem leader Kim ἢ 
Sung.

About 4,000 students who tried to 
leave Yonsei University in Seoul to 
iarch to the meeting, including del- 
egates in the national flag, 
were immediately blocked by sever- 
al thousand riot police ringing the 
campus, witnesses said. The stu- 
dents carried banners written in 
their blood saying “let's reunify the 
peninsula.” 

Witnesses said club-wielding po- 
lice azrested 500 of the marchers, all 
of them unarmed, in a lightning 


strike outside the gates, as three 
vans spewed out tear gas. 

Among the students were 100 
blue-shirted volunteers calling 
themselves the “vanguard of reuni- 
fication”, who sang anti-govern- 
ment songs and shouted slogans as 
they were shoved into waiting buses. 
Eight were arrested when they 
staged a protest in front of the U.S. 
embassy, carrying placards and 
shouting anti-American slogans. 

Roadblocks had been set up along 
the road to Panmunjom and bus ter- 
inals and train stations were close- 
ly watched. Police in Munsan close 
to the border said they had detained 


“15 students on Monday and 29 on 


Sunday. “Anyone looking like a stu- 
dent was led into a waiting bus.” 
said one witness.

Shamir pledges 
aid to Golan

Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
Promised the heads of the Golan 
settlements yesterday that the gov- 
emment would solve their crushing 
debt problems by the beginning of 
next week. 

In a meeting with the head of the 
Katzrin Local Council, Shmuel Bar- 
lev, and the head of the Golan Re- 
gional Council. Yehuda Wolman. 
Shamir said that aside from differ- 
ences in income tax rates. the Golan 
settlements receive the same prefer- 
ential treatment as other front-line 
settlements. He promised to raise 
the matter of the tax rates in the 
cabinet. 

Sbamir concurred with Barlev 
and Wolman in criticism of the Jew- 
ish Agency. which refuses to invest 
in the Golan because it is across the 
Green Line.

briefed on territories

Prime Minister Shamir, Foreign 
Minister Peres and Defence Minis- 
ter Rabin will brief over 150 Ameri- 
can Jewish leaders later this week on 
Israel's political situation in light of 
the troubles in the territories and 
the latest moves by Jordan's King 
Hussein. 

The leaders arrive tonight as part 
of the United Jewish Appeal's annu- 
al Prime Minister's Mission amidst 
reports that UJA pledges are up by 
about 10 per cent over last year de- 
spite the inrifada. 

The mission, which for the first 
time includes sons and daughters of 
UJA's top contributors, kicks off a 
massive fundraising effort for the 
organization's 50th anniversary. 
Founded in 1939 in response to de- 
teriorating conditions faced by Eu- 
ropean Jewry, the organization has 
over the years raised over $10 billion 
for a variety of Jewish causes. Last 
year, a record year for the organiza- 
tion, brought in $725 million in con- 
tributions, of which $330 million was 
earmarked for use in Israel. accord- 
ing to UJA Israel Director Naftali 
Lavie.

He now runs a country-wide 
dental equipment business from Up- 
per Nazareth, and this is his first 
foray into politics. In the present 
town council, the Alignment has 
eight members and the Likud five. 

Rehak would press for the estab- 
lishment of high-tech industries to 
keep young people in town after 
their army service. They are not in- 
terested in the uninspiring and low- 
paying jobs at the Kitan textile and 
Elite candy factories, the town’s ma- 
jor employers. which employ many 
Arab women from the vicinity. The 
truck assembly plant has a very lim- 
ited scope. 

The Likud hopeful said that it was 
“not unlikely” that neighbouring 
Afula and Migdal Ha’emek have 
done better in ataracting high-tech 
industries from the Likud-con- 
trolled Industry Ministry because 
they are headed by Likud mayors. 

Rehak is extremely critical of 
plans to build a new shopping centre 
at the Shikun Ufituah complex. In- 
stead, he proposes to roof-in the 
Rassco shopping centre to make it 
an all-weather facility, at compara- 
tively little cost. 

He would also tear down the 
neighbourhood shops, most of 
which are already abandoned, and 
rebuild them as entertainment facili- 
ties.

HAIFA ~ Α passel of Persian pussies. princes of their breed, didn’t do 
much for the ον who filched them from the Telma-Blueband food 
factory compound here last week. Four of the eight purloined cats have 
already made their way back to their five-star accommodations as food- 
tasters for the company’s Catli line. 

Telma veterinarian Dr. Aviv Levanon told The Jerusalem Post that the 
cats were obviously stolen to fetch their market value of $200 each. 
“But for us they are worth a fortune, being’ the eighth and ninth 
generations of Persians we have bred and brought up exclusively on 
Catli.” he said. 

The professional Persians, dear as they may be, get no remuneration 
from Telma. They are. however, housed in an air-conditioned hostelry, 
where they have no other duties to perform but eating and breeding.

Rehak, who has lived in the hous- 
ing estate for regular army person- 
nel for the past 26 years, noted that 
even that quarter, built specifically 
for officers serving in the north, now 
has Arabs living in 20 of its 90 apart- 
ments. They are mainly profession- 
als. and relations with them are “ex- 
cellent.” but there have been 
sporadic ethnic troubles in other 
neighbourhoods. he said.

Throw water at

NICOSIA (AFP) - Ayatollah Hos- 
sein Ali Montazeri, the designated 
successor of Iranian spiritual leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, has 
suggested that Moslems could wipe 
out Israel by each “throwing a buck- 
et of water™ on the Jewish state, the 
official news agency Irna said 
Sunday. 


Ayatollah Montazeri also called 
on Moslems to unite to end Soviet 
and U.S. interference in their af- 
fairs, Irna reported in a dispatch 
monitored here. 


“If Moslems throughout the 
world, who enjoy great spiritual 
power and have great wealth, redis- 
covered their authentic spiritual 
identity, they could stop the Krem- 
lin and the White House from med- 
dling in their social and political

HAIFA -- The “Hebrew Connec- 
tion” in the defeat of the Spanish 
Armada 400 years ago this month, 
and in a Spanish victory in the Neth- 
erlands 17 years later, is demon- 
strated on two medals from the peri- 
od, now on display at the National 

Maritime Museum here. 

A silver victory medal, minted in 
Holland for Queen Elizabeth I in 
1588, shortly after her fleet routed 
the armada, has the Tetragramma- 
ton Yakweh in Hebrew letters on its 
obverse side. It is part of a Latin 
inscription “αν! YAHWEH Εἰ 
Dissipati Sunt” (“God blew and they 
were scattered”) surrounding a de- 
piction of the ill-fated Spanish ships. 
The verse is an approximation of the 
Biblical “Thou didst blow with Thy 
wind, the sea covered them” from 
the song of victory of Moses and the 
Children of Israel after the drown- 
ing of Pharaoh's host in the Red Sea 
(Exodus XV:10). 

The reverse side of the 7-cm. 
medal, donated by Max Berkovitz 
of Brussels, shows a church standing 
on a rock in a stormy sea, which. 
according to a British Museum med- 
als publication, signified the tri- 


Protestantism. 

This month, the Royal Mint in 
London issued a centennary memo- 
rial medal, in silver and bronze edi- 
tions, whose obverse sides are repli- 
cas of the original, complete with 
the Hebrew Tetragrammaton.

SHOULD Israel refuse forever to treat with 
the PLO because it is an unredeemable terror- 
ist organization set upon the destruction of the 
Jewish state. whether in one fell swoop or in 
stages? Or should Israel be ready to talk. if 
and when the beast changes its spots. say by 
renouncing terrorism. coming to terms with 
Israel's rightful existence, and endorsing Se- 
curity Council Resolutions 242 and 338? 

Opinion in this country has for some time 
been split on this issue, though most people 
have probably believed that the issue was just 
not worth worrying about. Not so long as the 
PLO’s minimal demand was for an indepen- 
dent state in Judea. Samaria and Gaza and 
Israel was determined to allow only two 
states, not three, between the desert and the 
sea. But by his disengagement from the West 
Bank, King Hussein has reshuffled the cards 
and left the table. 

A two-state solution, of whatever kind. can 
now be devised only by bringing the Palestin- 
ians in, and a Palestinian negotiating team 
without the PLO is unimaginable. The PLO 
has responded to this change with an outburst 
of political and propaganda activity. all de- 
signed to prove that the beast has in fact 
changed its spots. and, therefore, qualifies for 
8 legitimate role in the peace-negotiating 
process. 

A PLO “peace offensive” aimed at proving 
this especially to the Americans is now getting 
into high gear. It was launched partially in 
June, before Hussein's address, with Bassam 

Abu-Sherif's now famed paper which pro- 
claimed the PLO’s acceptance of 242 and 358 
— subject to recognition of the Palestinians’ 
right to their own state. In no time at all it 
transpired, however, that the PLO’s condi- 
tional commitment to 242 was to be narrowly 
construed.

state was to be bounded not by the 1949 
armistice lines. but by the paper lines of the 
1947 partition plan embodied in UN General 
Assembly Resolution 181.

Wages in the 


ANEW wage agreement for the public sector 
has been signed by the Treasury and the His- 
tadrut, the implications of which are far- 
reaching. Under the agreement, workers will 
receive an 11 per cent wage increase over ἃ 
two-year period, during which the number of 
their weekly work hours will be cut from 45 to 

Reactions to the agreement have varied 
sharply. Leaders of three unions in the public 
sector — the engineers, the technicians and the 
social-science and humanities graduates -- 
have refused to sign it on the ground that it 
does not apply to the hard-pressed govern- 
ment-owned industrial corporations, which 
cannot afford to pay wage rises. In sharp 
contrast, the director-general of the Manufac- 
turers Association, Amnon Tiberg, decried 
the agreement as a sure-fire formula for rais- 
ing labour costs. Both criticisms are 


ced. 

The leaders of the three “professional” 
unions are closing their eyes to the simple 
truth that higher wages without higher pro- 
ductivity will only produce more of the kind of 
trouble already experienced by the Israel Air- 
craft Industries and Beit Shemesh Engines.

When the Palestinians’ claim to their own 
polity and the PLO's demand to be accepted 
as a partner to peace are stated in these terms, 
there is hardly anything more to be said. Not 
41 years after the the start of the all-Arab war 
against the partitioning of Eretz Yisrael, 
which Palestinian leaders from Haj Amin al- 
Husseini to Yasser Arafat have always depict- 
ed as a monstrous international crime utterly 
devoid of legality. 

The melancholy events of the past few days 
on both sides of the Green Line have freshly 
demonstrated that peace in this Land. stretch- 
ing between the river and the sea, depends on 
its repartitioning. But when this is done, due 
account will have to be taken of the ugly 
history of Arab aggression against Israe} dur- 
ing the past 41 years. The PLO's sudden res- 
urrection of the long-dead UN partition plan 
suggests not a plea for independence. which 
could readily be sustained by other General 
Assembly texts, but something rather more 
ominous. 

Although its once-macabre anti-peace rhet- 
oric has now been. hidden in a closet, except 
on the more militant fringes. the PLO’s cre- 
dentials remain unchanged.

for baving raised wages last year in the vain 
expectation of a generous devaluation. Wages 
in industry were higher in 1987 by 13.3 per 
cent, in real terms, than those which obtained 
in 1984, the year preceding the onset of the 
economic stabilization programme. In the 
public sector, on the other hand, wages rose 
by only 2 per cent during the same period and 
they remain 10 per cent lower than in 
industry. 

The government has not only restrained 
wages in the public sector, it has also kept 
down the number of public employees and 
even reduced the number relative to the total 
labour force. This is something of an achieve- 
ment, although continued progress in this di- 
rection appears to have been stalled during 
the past several months. But caution is 
necessary. 
The wage increases in the public sector, 
even with the cost-of-living allowance added 
to them, will barely match the inflation antici- 
pated in the next two years. This means that 
the new wage agreement will not do more 
than help maintain real wages at their present 
level. To depress wages further, would be to 
deny qualified manpower to the public sector. 
That would be counter-productive and should 
be avoided.

Contrary to common wisdom, the 
sharing of Palestine is not 2 zero- 
sum game, in which any develop- 
Ment advantageous to one side must 
be disadvantageous to the other. 

One can envision a society in 
which, by severing political and vot- 
ing rights from economic and social 
fights in a negotiated settlement, 
both the legitimate national aspira- 
tion of Palestinians and the legiti- 
mate security interests of Israelis 
could be simultaneously satisfied. 

The non-negotiable minimum for 
both peoples of the Holy Land is 
their own self-determination as peo- 
ples and nations, that they can have 
ἃ state of their own in the land that 
both love and that never again will 
anyone else govern them. 

This is now impossible. The Holy 
Land could be a single economic 
and social unit encompassing two 
sovereign states and one Holy City. 
Jerusalem could form an undivided 
part of both states, be the capital of 
both states and be by an 
autonomous. elected municipal 
council. 

All current resideats of the Holy 
Land could be given the choice of 
Israeli or Palestinian nationality, 
thus determining which state's elec- 
tions they would vote in and which 
State's passport they would carry. 
Each state could have its own “law 
of return,” conferring citizenhip on 
persons not currently resident in the 
Holy Land. 

Borders would have to be drawn 
on maps but would not have to exist

The settlement agreement could 
be guaranteed by the UN and rele- 
vant states, with international tribe- 
nals set up to arbitrate disputes re- 
garding compliance with its terms. 

For Israelis, the threat of one day 
living in a state with a majority of 
Arab voters or an in τε- 
semblance to South Africa would be 
replaced by the assurance of living 
in a democratic state with fewer 
Arab voters than today.

THE MORE one considers the 
High Court of Justice’s comments 
on the Knesset’s decision to ensure 
that the will of the majority should 
prevail over the obstruction of one 
man, Micha Reiser of the Likud, the 
more dubious and do 
those comments appear.

Reform leader 
sees possible split 
in Jewish people 


BY THE END of the century, or 
even sooner, some observers be- 
lieve, fundamental differences in 
the Jewish world on issues related to 
“Who is a Jew” will create “two 
Jewish peoples.” 

According to this scenario, a split 
could occur between those following 
halachic practice and those adopting 
new rules for determining who is 
counted within the fold. 

Prof. Alfred Gottschalk, presi- 


᾿ dent of the Hebrew Union College, 


lieves that a split may occur to a 
certain extent. But he is equally con- 
vinced that changes in defining Jew- 
ishness are an inevitable outcome of 
the Jewish people's encounter with 
modemity. 

Concerns over a possible split fo- 
cus on several issues: women remar- 
tying without a get (halachic di- 
vorce), determining Jewishness by 
the father as well as the mother, and 
non-halachic conversion. The latter 
two are closely related to the grow- 
ing phenomenon of mixed marriage. 

The principle of determining Jew- 
ishness by the father (“patrilineal 
descent”), adopted by the Reform 
movement in the U.S. five years 
ago, means that children of any kind 
of mixed marriage may be consid- 
ered Jews if they are raised as Jews. 
Halacha, of course, defines as a na- 
tive Jew only one whose mother is 
Jewish. 


. There is a growing number of 
Jewish women married in a Jewish 
ceremony, but who, on divorcing 
their husbands, fail to obtain a get 
from them. When such women re- 
marry and have children, the latter 
are defined as mamzerim, who are 
seo renee ee ae ee 
jews.

IN AN INTERVIEW in Jerusalem, 
Gottschalk said that the above is- 
sues raise a fundamental question 
for contemporary Jewry: “Do we 
want to be an inclusive or an exclu- 
sive people? With the loss of six 
million of our people in the Holo- 
caust, I think that we should seek to 
be inclusive. After all, there are his- 
torical precedents for what is hap- 
pening now, periods in which it was 
relatively easy to become a Jew. 

“The Jews who are choosing to 
intermarry are creating the prob- 
lems, not the Reform movement in 
itself. Our movement is usually the 
first to be hit with these problems, 
which arise from the challenge of 
modemity. 

“In the modem era, so much of 
our lives is based on choice. Biologi- 
cal descent — the sheer accident of 
birth — plays a relatively smaller role 
today im determining who we are. 
Thus, in regard to patrilineal de- 
scent, we feel that the way a child [of 
a mixed marriage] is reared makes 
the crucial difference, The choices 
made in educating the child are also 
choices for the parents. 

“If we want to lose the people 
who are intermarrying, then we 
should do nothing. which means 
reading them out of Judaism. But 
that would be a more kos gua 
faa than anything else I have 


Asked if patrilineal descent was 
not creating an unbridgeable gap 
with other segments of Jewry, Gott- 
schalk replied: “Let me answer that 
in historical terms. 

“Many things that the Reform 
Movement initiated, the Conserva- 
tve and Reconstructionist. move- 
ments have eventually accepted. 
Take the ordination of women as 
Tabbis. In this case, there was a lag 
of a about a decade until the Con- 
Servative movement decided to do 
the same.” 

He predicted that in another de- 
cade, the Conservative movement 
Would also accept patrilineal de- 
scent. “After all, the same forces 
that affect the Reform movement 
are affecting the Conservative 
Movement. We approached the 
Problem from a non-halachic per- 
Spective, but they will eventually go 
through a tortuous halachic process 
to reach the same point.” 

He said out that in biblical times 
patrilineal descent was the rule, and 
a halachic basis could be found for 
reviving it. 

Referring to the Orthodox, he 
said that “there will be those who 
will say that ‘we are the only true 
Jews.” 1 can't help that. They will 
Say that we will disappear and that 
they will remain. But our responsi- 
bility is to find solutions to the prob- 
lems of Jews facing modernity. We 
can’t live in a self-imposed ghetto.” 

Concerning the problems raised 
the absence of a get in many 
divorces among Jews, he said that 
this is “largely irrelevant to most 
people. The marriage document. 
the ketuba, is a religious instrument. 
Divorce is a civil action, and is best 
adjudicated by civil courts. In any 
case, even those for whom a get is 
meaningful can’t enforce it.” 


THE ISSUE of conversions has 
troubled Israel-Diaspora relations 
for many years, as Orthodox ele- 
ments have repeatedly raised the de- 
mand for the Israeli government to 
recognize only conversions per- 
formed according to halacha. 

Ts there any hope'that some com- 
monly accepted conversion process 
can be adopted to remove this con- 
troversy from the political agenda? 

“I am a veteran of 20 years of 
attempts to achieve a common 
ground for handling conversions. 
This started under Golda Meir, 
when I met three times with {then 
teligious affairs minister] Yitzhak 
Rafael. He was convinced it 
couldn't be done. 


“Next came efforts by Rabin, and 
then Begin. In 1983 we almost had 
an agreement based on a joint beit 
din (religious court) that would rule 
on problematic cases of personal 
Status of Jews making aliya. 

“But Begin bad to check with one 
more source. He went to Rabbi [Jo- 
seph B.] Soloveitchik, and he said 
no. The proposal was killed by the 
Orthodox, who refused to sit with 
either Reform or Conservative rab- 
bis on a joint beit din. 

“Recently Shamir has tried again. 
But his ideas were shot down by the 
chief rabbis. His efforts have gone 
nowhere. 

“I am convinced, though, that if 
we continue to work on it, sooner or 
later the ice will break. The sheer 
weight of the problems will force it 
to break.”

Jordan unveils reform package 


AMMAN (Reuter) -- Jordan said 
Sunday it had taken steps to encour- 
age investment and boost exports 
and had eased protectionist mea- 
sures on several local commodities. 

A statement from the Prime Min- 
ister’s Office said bans on importing 
some locally produced goods, in- 
cluding food products. detergents 
and batteries, would be lifted and 
replaced with import tariffs. Import 
bans would be retained on some 
other items, including tomato paste, 
tobacco, fresh milk and cheese, min- 
eral water and salt. 

The statement said the cabinet 
had also decided to offer tax incen- 
tives for investment in productive 
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changing economy — 
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fields. A special department would 
be created in the trade ministry to 
deal with investment inquiries by 
local and foreign businesses. 

The cabinet asked the central 
bank and the Finance Ministry to 
prepare a draft law on export guar- 
antees and to study the feasibility of 
providing credit to Arab and foreign 
exporters of Jordanian goods.

Since workers received their last 
cost of living allowance in February, 
the CPI has gone up by 6%. Accord- 
ing to the C-o-L allowance accord, 
this means that another increment 
will be paid when the index rises by 
0.9%. In other words. employees 
will not get a C-o-L allowance until 
the October salary. payable in the 
begining of November, at election 
time. 

The Manufacturers Association 
responded to the publication of Ju- 
ly's CPI by saying: “It reflects no 
positive change in the level of infla- 
tion which has prevailed over the 
past two years and continues to 
stand at an annual rate of 16%." 
The annual inflation rate must be 
brought down to a much lower level 
of 3%0-5%, said Amon Tieberg. di- 
rector-general of the association. 

The real rise in wages, especially 
in the public sector, he continued, 
proves there is no need for an auto- 
matic cost of living accord. 

Also reacting to July's CPI, Fi- 
nance Minister Moshe Nissim said: 
“We see that all the prophets of 
doom have been proven wrong.” 

Histadrut Secretary-General Yis- 
rael Kessar said the low index “is a 
positive phenomenon™ but wamed 
there is no indication that the index 
will continue to fall in the coming 
months, particularly with the ap- 
proach of the High Holydays. He 
said the Histadrut was currently 
more concemed over the country’s 
growing unemployment. 

The labour federation leader 


called on all parties in the economy 
(the government, the Histadrut and 
private manufacturers) to find a so- 
lution to what Kessar described as 
the lack of employment 
opportunities. 

The Histadrut and the manufac- 
turers still have to negotiate a new 
cost of living accord to compensate 
salaried emplovees for rises in infla- 
tion. The most recent agreement, 
which expired in March, awarded 
workers a 70 per cent compensation 
for every cumulative seven per cent 
rise in the index. 

Kessar said yesterday that in the 
absence of a new agreement, the 
previous one still stands. The manu- 
facturers, for their part, insist that 
until ἃ new agreement is signed, the 
old one is not binding. 

Kessar denied reports that there 
have been secret negotiations with 
the manufacturers over a new C-o-L 
agreement. ‘There never was, nor 
will be a secret C-o-L accord,” he 
said. He promised to make public 
any moves concerning a new accord. 

According to the figures released 
yesterday, food prices went up 0.8% 
in July. while fresh produce prices 
went down 4.7%. Housing prices 
rose 0.5%, furniture prices 0.8%, 
health care 1.3%. education 0.9%, 
and transportation and communica- 
tion 0.2%. Clothing and footwear 
prices went down, however, by 
3.2%. 

The retail price index rose 1.1% 
last month and the building inputs 
price index increased 3.3%. In the 
second quarter of the year, the 
prices of apartments purchased 
were 3.5% higher than in the first 
quarter.

WASHINGTON ~ Production 
at U.S. factories, mines and 
utilities surged 0.8% in July, 
the biggest increase in nine 
months, the government re- 
ported 52. 

The Miatuiscciing secios 
has been the star of the U.S. 
economy this year as American 
producers, aided by a weak 
dollar, have enjoyed strong 
foreign sales. 

The Federal Reserve said the 
large July advance was double 
the 0.4% increase in June. It 
marked the 10th consecutive 
month that the index has risen 
without a decline and it was the 
largest advance since ἃ 1.1% 
increase last October.
